of the Delaware & Hudson com puny 
beneath th» very heart of the town of 
Olyphant raved In and «;ngulfi-d four 
frame buildings covering an aggregate 
ground spare of C.HOO so,uan: feet. 


The settling was gradual and people 


In the affected territory escaped with- 
out being immediately endangered. A 
pang of men and boys who were at 
work in the mine beyond tho fall <;n- 
•countered a flooded "dip" or repres- 
sion In a vein In making their way 
out by a circuitous route and had to 
swim from one rise to the oilier. 


Plunge Into Opening. 


At 3 o'clock the settling began. At 


3:30 It wan no longer perceptible. In 
the Intervening half hour O'Hricn's 
three-story hotel, Mrs. Anna Kvans' 
double dwelling. Mrs. Jane Ackerly's 
double store building and a one-story 
barber shop were ground to debris In 
the yawning pit. with the uppermost 
part of the mound forty feet he-low 
the 'surface. O'Brien's hotel plunged 
flrst Into the opening and entirely dis- 
appeared. A few houses an; project- 
ing over the edge of the pit. 


Flee in Terror. 


The.vein that raved Is l\~> teot be- 


low the surface. The settling started 
In the street Just In front of iho hotel 
properly. 
Tho brick pavement \va3| 
seen to be working aud the lelegruph 
poles and troea along tbe curb were 
noticed to be wabbling. The cause 
•was at once apparent and tho alarm 
given to all the neighborhood. Two 
sick guests were removed from the ho- 
tel and taken two blocks away to a 
private house. 
Some attempt was 


made at saving the contents of tho 
buildings, but the rapidly Increasing 
size of the opening In the street, putj 
a stop to this and everyone Hod from 
tho neighborhood. Tho property dam- 
age is estimated at sr.n.OOO. 


Timbers Rot. 


The workings which caved were In 


the uppermost part of the worlscd-ont 
veins. Thn timbers. It Is explained by 
the company ofllclals. supported a thin 
roof of rock, which In turn supported 
strata of quicksand and gravel extend- 
ing to the surface. The timbers rott'id. 
the roof gave way'and the quicksand 
sifted through, carrying the gravel 
•with It. The water mains broke and 
a torrent of water pouted through tho 
aperture and down a 
forty-flve-foot 


plane which had Its heading Just at tho 
point where the roof broke through. 


Envelopes Everything. 


Not until all that was above tho 


area of the old workings which caved 
In had been sucked Into tho opening 
and down tho slope did tho settlings 
cease. Fortunately for the company 
tho surface ccasrd cracking ninety 
feet from the rlvor bank.
